INNOCENT MAN CONVICTED 


Rulned Financially b: Conviction He 
Leaves His Jall a Pauper 

Berlin. — The Berliner Mor 
genpost has obtained from the pros- 
alo proceedings of the Reichstag de- 
tails of a case resembling that of 
Adolf Beck, of England, who received 
two king’s pardons and a grant of 
$25,000 for two wrongful convictions, 
under one of which he served the us- 
ual proportion of a sentence of seven 
years’ penal servitude. 

A Thuringian tannery owner named 
August Brehm was convicted {n 1892 
of burning down his factory for the 
purpose of securing the insurance 
money and 18 sentenced to five years 
penal servitude, He was released aft- 
er four years on account of his good 
behaviour, A year or two later he 
succeeded in establishing his inno- 
cence. 

The petitions committee of the 
Reichstag, before whose attention 
Herr Brehm succeeded after fifteen 
years’ effort in bringing his case, has 
now recommended the Government to 
revise the laws providing indemnifi- 
cation for persons wrongfully con- 
victec,. 

Herr Brehm at the time of his con-} 
viction had an estate of $100,000. As} 
soon as he was arrested Als creditors 
took possession of his properties and! 
he left prison a pauper. Attempts to 
secure an indemnity from the local au- 
thorities resulted in a judgment in his 
favor for $565. 

Herr Brehm refused this «mount. 
In the meantime the authorities seized 
half of it as the cost of the proceed- 
ings against Lim, and the balance was 
attached by his creditors. Herr 
Brehm is now sixty-five years of age.

FARMERS LOSE 
BY GRAIN MIXING 


Facts Brought Out at Grain Investl- 
gation at Minneapolis Show That 
Elevator Companies are Largs Gain- 
ers Through Being Allowed to Mix 
Wheat.—Scandals Attached to In- 
vestigation—Sample, Market and 
Mixing go Hand In Hand, 

In the secent investigation by the 
legislature of Minnesota into methods 
of grain selling and handling some 
very, interesting facts were brought 
out. 

The committee appointed by the state 
senate had before it last Saturday tho 
heads of the department of grain in- 
spection and took sworn testimony of 
th> chief clerk of the chief inspector 
of the state as well -s that of the 
chief inspector, The close relation 
that exist between the sample 
market and the system of mixing by 
elevator companies, which is permit- 
ted by the laws of Minnesota was em- 
phasized. 

Tables were shown giving the num- 
ber of bushels of wheat various 
Grades received at the Minneapolis 
elevators and the number of bushels of 
the same grade which was shipped 
out of the seme elevators. The tab- 
les showed the figures for a two-year 
period, beginning Septembc: 1, 1910, 
and ending August 31, 1912. 

The fact that the Minneapolis eleva- 
tors received 15,571,515 bushels of No, 
1 Northern wheat during those two 
years and shipped out in the same 
perlod 19,978,777 and had on hand 
114,353 bushels, making a total of 20,- 
093,130 bushels, was brought out. As a 
result of the privilege of mixing the 
elevators had jrained 4,521,555 bushels 
of No. 1 Northern wheat from the low- 
er grades of wheat purchased from the 
farmers. 

The table of figures relating to the 
receipt and shipment of the various 
grades tell the whole story of the re- 
sults of the mixing privilege. The 
same cordition {s found when the 
figures on No, 2 Northern are present- 
ed, even though the grain in this grade 
igs not so large. During the two year 
period the Minneapolis elevators Tre- 
ceived 20,414,584 bushels or No. 2, On 
August 31, 1912, they had shipped out 
22,242,410 bushels and still had on 
hand 61,648 bushels, making a total of 
22,294,094 bushels, or a gain of 1,880,- 
510 bushels. 

When the tables on No. 8, No. 4, 
“rejected” and “no grade’ wheat were 
explained it was easily shown where 


as 


the grain in No. 1 and No. 2 came 
from, Inthe last four instances 
there was a loss in the elevators. 


There were 9,777 031 bushels of No, 

4 received during the two years. The 
shipments amounted to 7,664,232 and 
on August 31, 1912 the elevators had 
on hand 140,624 bushels, The total 
of No. 3 wheat, either shipped or on 
hand, was 7,804,856 bushels. There 
was a loss in No. 3 grade of 1,972,- 
175 bushels. 

In No. 4 grade the elevators re- 
ceived 2,812,653 bushe:; and shipped 
out 624,433 bushels. The loss in this 
grade was 2,188,220 bushels. 

The “rejected’ wheat tables show-| 
ed the same condition, In this case 
there were 1,175,513 bushels received 
and 621,773 bushels shipped out, mak- 
ing a loss of 553,740 bushels. 

But it was in the “no grade” class 
where the largest loss appeared, Here 
4,695,565 bushels were received. At 
the end of the two year period 1,000,945 
bushels had been shipped and there 
was on hand .249,893 bushels, making a 
total of shipped and on hand of 1,250,- 
bushels and leaving 3,445,227 bush- 


yen 


Cases of individually owned eleva- 
tors were also cited co the senate com- 
mittee. One of these had received 
215,142 bushels of No. 4 wheat and at 
the end of the two year period had not 


and did not have on» bushel on hand. 
In other words, every bushel of this 
grade, the grade for which the farm- 
er was paid, was mixed and came out 
in the No, land No. 2 Nozthern 
grades, the grade for which the ele- 
vator owner sold it. 

The elevitor i: en who have testi- 
fled before the senate committee and 
the house committee have argued that 
the grain which they make by being 
allowed to 1ix is largely offset in the 
cost of the mixing process. This 
fact is vigorously disputed by James 
A. Manahan, counsel for the house 
} committee, recently elected congress- 
| man-at-large for the state of Minne- 
sota, Mr, Manahan's contention ts 
that the farmer is the loser by many 
millions every year under the present 
system, 

“When the elevator companies buy 
tho wheat they give the farmers the 
prices prevailing that day for No. 2, 
3 “rejected” cr “no grado’ said Mr. 
Manahan at one of the sessions. “On 
that same day, these sarc elevator 
companies sell a future on No. 1 and 
2 for practically that same amount. 
Their experience has taught them that 
they can mix the lower grades s0 as 
to fill the future order with No, 1 and 
2. On that very day they make a 
profit ranging from the price they paid 
for the lower grades and the price for 
which they sell the future on No, 1 
and No. 2. In my opinion this nets 
them*’a profit amounting to hundreds 
of thousands of dollars. ‘True it is 
that there is some expense in the mix- 
ing process but even so I believe that 
the elevator man is making an enor- 
mous profit, a profit way out of pro- 
portion.” 

F, W. Eva, chief of the grain inspec- 
tion department, when asked regarding 
the relation of the system of mixing 
with the sample market, said: “A sam- 
ple market would be of no value with- 
out the privilege of mixing. The two 
go hand in hand, f believe that the 
elevator men, having the privilege of 
mixing, ca. pay a premium for the 
upper level ot the grade.” 

In another statement made before 
the committee Mr, Manahan sald there 
was no doubt that the elevator com-

The Egg Question 

The Gleichen Creamery is now arranging to enter 
the wholesale egg business, combining it with that of the 
creamery and hope thortly to have things so arranged 
as to pay caeh to the farmers for all eggs, The aim of the 
creamery is to have the men collecting the cream collect 
the eggs atthe same time. Thus they will be sure of the 
freshness of the eggs and also be in a position to pay the 
farmer the highest possible price for his product. 

Thie business has been paid much attention in the 
east and considerable advances made as to co-operation 
in marketing and the gra‘ling of the product, the result 
being very satiefactory to the producer ard consumer, but 
so far hag had little attention paid to it in the West. The 
Dofminion Government is strongly in favor of the egg circle 
as amenns of development as will be seen by the article 
Iwhich follows;— 

An important part of the poultry work of the Live 
Stock Branch of the Department of Agriculture, during 
the organization of co operative 
egg circles, ‘Ten circles in all have been organized under 
the auspices of the branch, working in conjunction with 
the provincial and agricultural colloge authorities anc’ the 
poultry Producers Aesociation of Canada. The prelimin- 


ary work jf connection with a number of others has been} 


done, and from present indications it is evident that this 
phase of co-operitive work is likely to have a rapid growsh 
in the near future, 

Being primarily concerned with the improvement 
of the Canudian egg trade the live stock branch has en- 
couraged the formation of theee circles because the mave- 
ment affords a means whereby the quality of eggs can be 


improved as they leave the farm, and the pernicious] 


practise of holding eggs both on the farm and in the 
country store largely eliminated. Co-operative effort of 
this kind also affords a twediim whereby the eggs in ‘any 
given community may be collected and marketed frequent- 
ly and regularly, and insures to the consumer a new laid 
egg of uniform quality at no greet increase in cost. 

At the time of joining the association the niem- 
bere agree tu stdiip each egg with a given number design- 
ated by the Board of Directors. This is done so that the 
epgs of each member may be identified when graded and 
payment made according to quality. 

A manager is appointed by the board of directors 

business it is to collect, grade, sell the eggs and 
apportion the returns among the members according to 
quantity and quality received, In most circles the eggs 
\from cach farm are collected at stated jutervals, but in 
otters the members deliver the eggs to sume central puint 
such as a creamary, cheese factory, store or house, from 
which the manager makes the saipment. 

It is well known that at certain seasons of the year 
there is a wide difference between the price received for 
eggs by the farmer in the country ature aud the price paid 
by the consumer in the citv, This difference is not nearly 
so marked in the spring of the year as it is in the late 
summer, fall and winter, [n other words, a3 the q tality of 
ordinary farm eggs bacomes more uncertain the pramium 
placed on new-laid cirele eggs increases, While during the 
spring of the year prices received by circle mimb3re may 
not greatly exceed those paid in the local store, it is a fact 
that for the eggs produced in the month of December last 
year the majority of circles in the provineés of Ontario and 
Quebee received a price of from 45 to 50 cents a dozen, 

The Live Stock Branch stands ready and willing to 
help on the egg circle movement in every possible way. 
Utticers of this branch are now in the field, and there is 
available a quantity of literature, including outlines of 
constitutions, by-laws, ete, lealing with the work, copies 
jof which may be obtained upon request from the Live 

Stock Commissioner, O tawa., 

A limited number of circles will no doubt be able 
to take advantage of thy rapid'y growing aelect trade in 
the larger Canadian cities, but from the fact that the 

[wholesale dealers in Ontario and Quebeo have recently 
jadopted a new system of buying on a basis of quality, it is 
ilikely that the product of the majority of cireles will find 


lits way to the consumer through the more recontly estab- 
lished channels of trade

THE FUR INDUSTRY 


Fur-Bearlng Animals Still Plentiful 
In Hinterland of Canada 

Several titled soclety women of Lon- 
don and other parts of England, at- 
tracted by the high prices paid for fox 
pelts, are coming to Edmonton this 
spring to engage in fox-breeding in 
central and northern Alberta. They 
are prepared to make large invest- 
ments. If the venture is successful 
{t is Mkely that women, who have 
hitherto devoted their attention to 
prize dogs and horses, will engage in 
the new industry. 

Eight black fox skins each valued at 
$1,500, were sold in Edmonton last 
week by trappers from the north coun- 
try. Fifty-four thousand dollars’ 
worth of silver fox pelts were sofd last 
season. J. lL. Cote, representing 
the Athabasca district in the provin- 
cial parliament, sald in the course of 
an address the other day that the fur 
industry in Alberta was a matter of 
$1,000,000 in 1912, muskrats heading 
the Ist with $400,000. He added: 

“Contrary to the general belief the 
fur-bearing animals in the remote dls- 


| tricts of the province are not decreas- 


ing. ‘They are simply receding before 
civilization, being driven further north, 
The catches during the last few years 
and so far this season would indicate 
that furs are still plentiful in the hint- 
erland, The government of Alberta 
is keenly interested In the develop- 
ment of the industry and is doing 
everything possible to assist those en- 
gaged in it.

@ number of soldiers. Ordinarily his 
task is limited to collecting backshees 
from the traveler, but on feast days 
things become more strenuous and the 
guard is increased.

Hew Te Be Good Wife and Mother 


Were Former Standards. 


| The education of Japanese women 
E-? to recent times has been planned 
,with the main idea of upbuilding 
| their moral character. How to be a 
wife, how to be a wise mother; 

, says Jinzo Naruse in The Orien- 
tal Review, have been the questions 
to which the minds of Japanese girls 
have been directed century after cen- 


All the books written for the edifi- 
cation of girls were those of ethical 
instruction, the teaching of the daugh- 
| ter how to behave toward her parents, 

of the wife to her husband and the 
| mother to her children. One of the 
| ear inn precepts for women was the 

teaching of ‘three stages of obedi- 
ence.” 
| It said: ‘When young obey your 
eth the! when married obey your hus- 
and, when old obey your son.”” This 
idea of womanly obedience has under- 
gone a decided change in modern Ja- 
pan. although the principle remains 
that moral culture shall have the 
position of supreme importance in 
women’s education. 

It is important for the correct under- 
standing of conditions in Japan to 
bear in mind that moral culture has 
always been the all important object 
of the edncation of the daughters of 
Nippon. Under these circumstances 
it is only natural that religious and 
ethical teachings should have formed 
the basis of education both for men 
and for women. 

Confucius did not show much ad- 
miration for womanly virtues. He 
paid the fair sex the negative compli- 
ment that its individuals were as dif- 
ficult to manage as was every person 
of small mind. 

As e logical eonclusion of such 
teachings being accepted in Japan the 
Japanese women Id do nothing in 
way of asserting their own character 
and originality without meeting with 
the disapproval of their friends. Their 
instructions were to be as quiet as 
quiet could be, as obedient as could 
be and as meek as could be. 

Even at present there are some Jap- 
anese who think that the sole object 
of women’s education is to make them 
good wives and wise mothers. But 
that this idea is not a generally ac- 
cepted one is shown by the fact that 
at present there are more than 200 
girls’ high schools of 500 students each 
in Japan. There are many: schools 
devoted to training girls for earning 
independent livelihood, such as those 
teaching music, the arts, medicine, 
bookkeeping, sewing, pedagogics, and 
many other kinds of work. 

The Japan Women’s University, 
which I was able to establish in 1901 
with the support of the leading men 
and women in every walk of fite in 
Japan, has now 1,100 students divided 
into departments of pedagogics, litera- 
ture, English literature and house- 
keeping. The university intends to 
organize in the near future depart 
ments of music, art and medicine.

EUROPE’S CITY 


Where the House Regulations Are Apt 
to Vex Free-Born Canadians. 


The hausbosorger is the evil spirit 
of Vienna, City of Flats, says a writer. 
He lives in a gloomy cavern at the 
foot of the stairs and pounces on you 
every time you pass and tell you you 
mustn’t. I have never really master- 
ed’ the house regulations. After 10 
o'clock a chill air as of the tomb en- 
velopes the house.

Impressive Part Played by the Sofa 
In German Households, 


The importance of the sofa in mark- 
ing social distinctions in Germany 


always astonishes the stranger in the | 


fatherland. Among Germans of the 
more comfortable class, those who live 
from generation to generation in the 
same house, every piece of furniture 
has its own history and makes its own 
associations; but it is always the sofa 
that is given the prominent place in a! 
room. B fore it usually stands a round 
or oval table. 

Should there be callers at the aver- 
‘ Clerman house, there ensues a 
certain dignified commotion. Should 
a caller, a woman of lower social 
standing than the mistress of the 
house, arrive, she must take a chair, 
while the hostess sits alone on the 
sofa, Should the visitor be of higher 
degree, however, the matter will be 
otherwise decided. 

This method of distinction reaches 
its highest point when there is a tea 
party of Kaffecklatsch (coffee gossip); 
for then the oldest woman with the 
biggest title must sit on the sofa; and 
the next in rank occupies the place 
nearest her. 

As the proudest usually arrives lat- 
est, a general stir is likely to take 
place. For if the Frau Doktorin, the 
wife of a physician or scholar, is sit- 
ting on the sofa, she must vacate her 
position should a Frau Professorin 
appear. The Frau Majorin, or wife 
of a major, may be throughly enjoy- 
ing the seat of honor; but she must 
yield it without hesitation when the 
Frau Generalin comes in. The whole 
company rise in such an event to do 
honor to the distinguished guest, and 
there must necessarily follow a gen- 
eral readjustment of places. 

Neither unmarried men nor very 
young women can expect te enjoy the 
privilege of sitting on a German sofa. 

The piece of furniture that stands 
next in honor of the sofa is the easy- 
chair, which is sometimes called Sar- 
genstuhl, or chair of cares. Should a 
German sit down to worry, he must 
have a comfortable seat, that so im- 
portant a mood may be endured with 
dignity. A common chair would not 
serve his purpose in the least. But 
the Sargenstuhl is, so to speak, for 
domestic and personal use only; the 
sofa is the part of the entire social 
framework never to be carelessly re- 
garded.

COL. ARTHUR PERCY SHERWOOD 
HAS RISEN TO THE TOP. 


The Chief of the Dominion Service 
Has Achieved Celebrity Since He 
Left the Ottawa Department and 
Became the Guardian of Visiting 
Royalty—Has Been Active Also In 

, the Militia. 


Lieut.-Col. Arthur Perey Sherwood, 
now chief of the Dominion police, was 
formerly chief of police of Ottawa and 
was appointed to the latter post April 
6, 1879, the same day that Chief Lan- 
@rell resigned. Chief Sherwood acted 
as head of the Ottawa police force for 
three years. Under his regime the 
force consisted of 24 constables, a 
Sergeant-major, two sergeants and a 
chief detective and an assistant. He 
resigned on October 7, 1882, to accept 
the position of chief of the Dominion 
police force. While in charge of the 
Ottawa force he displayed splendid 
energy and ability and introduced

many reforms and was a most ener- 
getic and competent official. 


He Has been superintendent and 
commissioner of the Dominion force 
ever since and has charge in this ca- 
pacity of the seeret service work of 
Canada. He was thanked by order in 
council in October, 1893, for work 
rendered in connection with the Behr- 
‘ing Sea arbitration and also specially 
mentioned by King George in con- 
nection with the trip through Oanada 
when His Majesty visited this country 
as Duke of Cornwall and York. In 
1991 our subject was created a 
C.M.G. and in 1902 M.V.O. and in 
1998 made an honorary A.D.C. to the 
Governor-General. He is president of 
the Canadian Military Rifle League 
and was the first president of the 
Ottawa Canoe Club, president of the 
Ottawa Summer Carnival and Old 
Boys’ Reunion.

Costly Furs. 


London is one of the great fur mar- 
kets of the world, and it is claimed 
that a year’s auction sales in that city 
often amount to more than twenty 
million dollars.

Ages ermine has been the fur of roy- 
alty, and it is still used in the trim- 
ming of the state garments of kings 
and queens.

ception of the tip of its tail, which is 
black, These tips, dressed with the 
white fur.at regular intervals, make 
the spotting of black which is seen 
on state garments of ermine.
